TELEGRAPHIC FIELD INFORMATION REPORT, ONE IS POLITICAL ASSESS- 
MENT IN MEMO FORM FROM AMBASSADOR LINCOLN GORDON TRANSMITTED UNDER 
CIA MEMO AND ONE IS WHITE HOUSE MEMO. TWO-PAGE INSET TRANSLATING 
DOCUMENTS IS ACCOMPANIED BY AUTHOR'S GLOSSARY OF USG ACRONYMS AND 
USAGES, SUCH AS CINCLANT, CVA, TAC, AND EXPLANATION OF DATE-TIME 
GROUP SYSTEM. SOME FACTUAL ERRORS APPEAR IN BOTH. FOLLOWING IS 
ITEM BY ITEM DESCRIPTION OF DOCUMENTS PUBLISHED GIVING ORIGINAT- 
ING ORGANIZATION, PRINCIPAL ADDRESSESS, DATE AND IDENTIFYING
